Princess Juliana, Future 
Dutch Queen... Britain’s 
Fascist Leader 


HE recent marriage of Bar- 

bara Hutton, the Woolworth 
heiress, and Prince Alexis Mdi- 
vani, brings to mind the ques- 
tion of young, wealthy and mar- 
liggeable princesses. 

Stich a one fs Princess Juliana. 
the pleasingly pluinp heiress to 
the throne of the Netherlands. 
Si: has at her disposal $80,000 
yearly and a seat in the Dutch 
Council of State. The man who 
woos and wins her would have to 
be satisfied with © ag merely a 
prince consort. 

The Constituticn of Holland 

forbids the marriage with an 
hei: of a foretgn crown, and 
Queen Wilhelmina, Juliana’s 
mother, being « devout Protes- 
tant, the range of chaice for the 
Crown F:incess is very narrow. 
Th. British royal family ts in fa- 
vorable repute with The Hague, 
having both racial characteris- 
tics and world interests in com- 
mon. - 
Juliana was educated very 
simply and democratically up to 
a certain point, when the great 
task to which she fs destined 
made it necessary for her’ to be 
guided and instructed by the 
most celcbrated masters of the 
land. She never forogt her de- 
mocracy, o her friends, how- 
eve., and even after she was sep- 
arated from her playmates of 
the rank and file, she often went 
camping with them in the sum- 
mer and skating in the public 
rinks in th> winter. It is need- 
less to say, she is a very much 
loved princess. 

At 21, Juliana became a mem- 
ber of the Council of State. That 
roguish fellow ““Rumor,” had her 
engaged to a dozen or more con- 
testants for the honor of Prince 
Consort, but the Dutch Court 
a*. Mother Wilhelmina put an 
end to that. The Princess still 
har two more years of school at 
the University of Leyden. This 
she is now doing. Two betrothals 


“mentioned by this fellow ‘“Ru- 


mo'” were with the Prince of 
Sachse’ - Coburg -Gotha and 
Prince Guillaume von Erbach 
Schoenberg, but both were 
promptly denied. 

Queen Wilhelmina is a wise 
and wary mother. She, who be- 
came a> queen at eight, knows 
to well the trials and tribulations 
that await her daughter. Seeing 
the traved; of having to be 
queen, litt'e Wilhelmina at ten 
used to punish her dolls by 
threatening to turn them into 
queens, “and then vou shall have 
no one to play with!” she told 
them. : 

Princess Juliana is a timid 
young girl, remarkably capable 
and talented. She is quite a wa- 
ter-color artist, a student of his- 
tory and economics, and a sports- 
woman who some day will mount 
the throne of Holland and carry 
on its tradition in e manner that 
wil. make her subjects proud.

Ce of England’s most contra- 
dictory, yet outstanding, per- 
sonalities is Sir Oswald Mcseley, 
British Fascist leader and for- 
mer member of the Lakor party. 
Perhaps it is wrong to say that 
Sir Oswald is no longer a mem- 
ber of the Labor party, It would 
be better to state -thet he is the 
leader of a group of extremists 
within the Labor party, itself, 
which is causing British leaders 
much concern. 

Opinion about Sir Oswald 
Mosely is divided in England. 
One schuol cf thought believes 
him to be a very sincere young 
man, prepared to make any sac- 
rifices for his convictions. The 
other alleges that he is a polit- 
ical opportuuis , whose changes 
and retirements are always the 
result of a shrewd calculation of 
the main chance. 

Moseley’s father was the fifth 
of a line of Yorkshire baronets, a 
typical Tory of the old school. 
H: was famous until he died in 
1928 as a figure of the tradition- 
al John Bul! type. But his eldest 
son, Sir Oswald, has none of 
these characteristics. His hair 
is black, glossy and wavy and 
abundant. His face, thin and al- 
most aquiline, is dominated by a 
great, hooked Roman nose, so 
that in »rofile he looks like one 
of those Spanish noblemen of 
the Middle ages. 

His father cut him out of his 
will, but his wife, the late Lady 
Cynthia Moseley, one of Bri- 
tain’s famous beauties, who died 
ai: untimely death, had a con- 
siderable fortune, inherited from 
her American grandparents, the 
Leiters. Sir Oswald has ambi- 
tions to be the English Premier. 
Whether he will succeed or not 
is largely & matter of what sort 
of a party he will eventually re- 
tire to. Quick results are what 
he wants. Mussolin: ‘n Italy, 
Hitler in Germany, time will tell 
whether- it will be Museley in 
England. 


To Dissolve a Fish Bone 


Fic’ bones are so delicate that 
they will soften and dissolve, if 
ordinary lemon juice, and if any 
one should suffer because of a 
fish bone caught in the teeth or 
throat, often by sucking a lemon 
the bone will be quickly dis- 
scaved or dislodged.
